WASHINGTON IF) — Will farm 
prices become a major issue on 
how farmers vote for President 
this year? 
Four years ago at this time, 
they were a red hot political topic. 
Secretary of Agriculture Brannan 
had already taken out after the 
Republican - controlled 80th Con­ 
gress. blaming it for a sharp down- 
yurn in grain prices. 
Lower Than 1948 
The Brannan campaign has been 
credited with a major role in ob­ 
taining the Midwestern farm sup­ 
port that helped President Truman 
win his upset victory over Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey. 
Insofar as prices are concerned. 
the history of 1948 is being repeated 
to a considerable extent this year. 
Farm prices as a whole — as 
well as prices of many individual 
a year ago. 
Corruption Conies In 
Yet little political attention has 
been focused on this situation — 
either by Democrats or Republi­ 
cans. Some political observers have 
predicted 
that 
farmers 
will 
be 
more interested this fall in such 
issues as war and peace, taxes, 
government controls, and charges 
corruption and communism in 
government, than in farm prices. 
Agriculture Department reports 
show that farm prices as a whole 
are 2 per cent lower than at this 
time in 1948. They show also that 
the prices farmers pay out for 
what they need are about 12 per 
cent higher than in 1948. 
Much of the 1948 campaign was 
centered on Democratic charges 
that a Republican Congress had re­

half-century 
Democratic and Republican bosses 
have 
blatantly disregarded the will of their p a r­ 
ty ’s ran k and file. In one case, 
that 
of 
W arren G. Harding, a boss-selected candi­ 
date succeeded 
in 
becoming 
President. 
Everyone knows the result— the 
Teapot 
Dome scandal of 1923. 
NONE COULD FEEL CHEATED 
Although the two 1952 conventions came 
up with good candidates there 
are 
still 
m any people who. rightly or wrongly, feel 
that they have been cheated 
out 
of 
a 
chance to vote for their first choice in 
November. Our dem ocracy is today m a r­ 
red by the paradox of 60,000,000 
“vote­ 
less” citizens in our nonprim ary states. If 
all the people had the opportunity to vote 
in presidential prim aries 
no 
one 
could 
ever rightly feel that he had been cheated 
out of a chance to vote for his m an in N o­ 
vem ber. Prim aries enable the people 
to 
speak in clear and unm istabable term s as 
to whose nam e they w ant to see u n d er­ 
neath their p arty ’s emblem. 
Television has shown A m ericans every­ 
w here that to m ake dem ocracy 
live 
the 
present system of nom inating presidential 
candidates m ust be reform ed. But how? 
The ideal method is one of the adopting 
a constitutional am endm ent which would 
perm it Congress to set up a national p rim ­ 
ary. Such an am endm ent has been 
pro ­ 
posed by Sen. George A. 
Sm athers 
(D., 
Fla.). The Sm athers proposal for a n a ­ 
tional prim ary is sim ilar to the one sug­ 
gested by Woodrow Wilson in 1912. I am 
a co-sponsor of

p rim ary am endm ent and intend to do my 
utmost either to insure its passage, or a 
substantially sim ilar am endm ent 
at

next session of Congress.

X-Ray to Remove Excess Hair 
Must Be Used 
Caution

Ladies are constantly w riting m e about 
their 
w o r t i e s 
concerning

am ounts of hair on the I ace, arm s or legs. 
T he m ental suffering at tim es 
m ust 
be 
terrific, (hough obviously the presence of 
< onspicuous hail is a danger neither to lite 
hoi to health. 
Why some women have m ore hair than 
othei^ is not clearly understood, 
but 
it 
certainly happens. Excessive hairiness is 
cauked by disease only 
rarely. 
In 
such 
cases, there is a clue in the fact that h airi­ 
ness has not alw ays been present. 
lf tile hair starts grow ing rapidly, care­ 
ful physical exam ination 
and 
diagnostic 
dueller should be m ade. In the vast m a- 
joi tty, the holiness of the face or arm s 
is unexplained, except as some inherited 
factor from one or the other parent may 
have something to do with it. 
There are several ways of attacking this 
problem . T he hair can be shaved. This is 
satisfactory for a short time, but generally 
it nits in a gradual thickening of the hair 
and its even m ore conspicuous regrow th 
later. 
Tile hair can be bleached or dyed, but 
the hun continues to gro wout so this has 
to be repeated frequently. 
The hail may 'be taken off w ith hair 
rem overs which often consists 
of 
some 


kind of wax which fastens to the hairs 
and pulls them out by the roots. This is 
painful, and, of course, the hair will grow’ 
again. 
There are also devices foi rubbing the 
hair off which some women use wdth rea­ 
sonable satisfaction, I am told. 
Perhaps the safest method of perm anent 
rem oval of excessive hair is treating 'he 
roots of the hair by electric needle. It is 
rath er expensive and takes a fairly long 
time, out new er methods aie claimed to 
be faster and less painful than in the past. 


BURNS MAY RESULT 


Anothei 
method of removing the hair 
has been tried in many parts of the coun­ 
try. This is the use ol X -rays—a d an g er­ 
ous method. A num ber of cases of severe 
burns caused by X -rays used tor excessive 
hair have been reported. 
O ne person com plained of severe burns 
on the arm s and legs resulting from X -ray 
treatm en ts taken over a four-year period 
for rem oval of haid — but the hair was not 
even lem oved. 
However, some skin specialists maintain 
that when properly perform ed, it is the 
best method of all. This may be true, but 
th* method has also caused dam age and 
should be used w ith great c a u tio ^ if at all

m oderate liberals or progressive 
D em ocrats and years of teamwork 
in the House produced a warm 
personal friendship. 
Both have supported most of the 
international policies of the “New 
D eal” and “ F air D eal” but they 
also have been a thorn in the side 
of the adm inistration and House 
leaders at times. 
An example of this was the in­ 
itial administration request for gov- i 
ernm ent controls prior to World 
War II.

Monroney won the $10.(HK) Col­ 
lier’s M agazine Award in 1946 as 
the m ost useful House m em ber, 
largely for his work on congres­ 
sional reorganization.

Gore also has numerous accom ­ 
plishments. He is rated as an ex­

hillbilly fiddler.

Packaging Spuds 


Found Expensive 


EAST LANSING—Giving Mrs. 
Housewife what she wants some­ 
times proves expensive. 
That’s 
particularly true for the potato 
grower, according to 
a 
recent 
atudy of the cost of packaging po­ 
tatoes in Michigan 
and 
other 
states. 
Packaging in ten-pound bags— 
the size most desired by the home­ 
maker — cost the packer 72 cents 
a 
hundred 
pounds. 
Peck-sized 
packages (15 pounds) cost a to­ 
tal of 55 cents a hundred pounds 
to package. 
The fifty pound pa­ 
per bag is the least expensive for 
the packer, the cost of labor and 
material being 44 cents a hundred 
pounds. That’s even less than the 
52 cents it costs for the 100-pound 
burlap bag processing. 
The study shows an advantage 
to centralized 
packaging 
over 
farm packaging in most instances, 
a fact revealed by Michigan State 
College researchers many 
years 
ago. 
Although it is more costly 
to 
package in the ten pound bag, the 
report said: 
“If 
the 
customer 
prefers the ten-pound bag, with 
its added cost of packaging 
re­ 
flected in the retail price, pack­ 
ers should concentrate in supply­ 
ing the demand.”

Delta’s ‘Little Farmer’ 
Welcomes Versatile Goat 


By MARGOT BENDER 
The versatile goat may answer 
the problem of the 
land 
owner 
who has limited time and space 
but enjoys small-scale fanning, or 
the rugged individualist who pre­ 
fers the independence of provid­ 
ing himself with much of his own 
food. 
The goat is well suited to the 
Upper Peninsula. 
Low 
growing 
shrubbery common to this area is 
ideal grazing for them. They will 
eat grass too, but prefer a rough­ 
er diet and will produce more milk 
when they get it. 
It should be noted that they will 
not eat old tin cans, so the dis­ 
posal of same cannot be counted 
one of the goat’s assets. 
Hardy And Tame 
They are hardy animals that do 
not require heated quarters in the 
cold 
Upper 
Michigan 
winters. 
There are very few diseases which 
goats are subject to—raid s do 
they contract tuberculosis 
fever is the only disease which 
might cause alarm. It can be de­ 
tected by the test for Bang’s di­ 
sease and is considered rare. 
Goats make very nice pets. Tiles 
are only a little larger than a slog. 
For this reason, the lady of the 
house can, and usually does, han­ 
dle the milking chores. Men are 
particularly quick to appraise this 
feature. 
A doe weighs from 70 to 120 
pounds depending upon the breed, 
and a buck weighs from 125 to 


250. Like dogs, goats are affection­ 
ate and playful. The rompings of

To keep them from de­ 
molishing

shrubbery 
and vegetable gardens, most goat 
owners use a tether. Fences for 
them are expensive since they 
must be very strong and quite 
high.

buck, to put it mildly, is inclined 
to be offensive during the breed­ 
ing season, October through March 
and must be kept separate from 
Hie milking herd. 
Like Coconut Milk 
Most persons uninitiated to the 
wonders of goats look askance 
and say, ‘‘Do you feed the milk to 
your dog-.’” Goat owners (/rink the 
milk themselves and are happy to 
Malta I do so. 
On being proffered this milk for 
the first time, several reactions 
have been noticed. First, dainty 
people, mostly women, say, “I’m 
not hungry now.

Higher In Butterfat 
Much has been said of the ther- 
aputic qualities of goat milk. In 
Delta County there are cases of 
asthma, stomach ulcers, and gen­ 
eral digestive difficulties 
which 
seem to be benefited through the 
use of goat milk. 
The U. S. Department of Agri­ 
culture reporte 
numerous 
cases 
where goat milk could be util’zed 
for infant feeding when cow’s milk 
could not. It is similar to cow’s 
milk in the mineral and vitamin 
content. The main difference be­ 
tween the two is that in goat’s 
milk the curd is much softer and 
the fat globules are much smaller, 
and this is apparently the reason 
for its greater digestibility. 
The Department of Agriculture 
reports that the average butterfat 
content of milk produced by a 
herd of Common American does 
used on their experimental farm 
was 7.6 per cent. The minimum 
butterfat content required by law 
in Delta County is 3.5 per cent. 
Dr. G. R. Bourne, London, On­ 
tario was quoted in 
the 
Dairy 
Goat Journal in a reprint from 
The Bleat as follows:

Low In Cost 


The economy of goat raising is 
certainly one of the main consid­ 
erations in its growing popularity. 
An acre of land is sufficient for 
one goat, and the average amount 
of milk produced is 2 quarts of 
milk a day. 
Goats bred for quality usually 
give from 4 to 8 quarts a day, how 
ever. It has been estimated that 8 
to 8 goats can be kept for the cost 
of one cow. The cost of raising one 
goat a year is about $45, for bed­ 
ding, grain and hay. The dividends 
from an average goat during a lac 
tation period of about 8 months 
(the period varies from 7 to IO 
months) is from $85 to $100. 
There are four types of goats 
most prevalent 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
The Saanin, of Swiss origin, is 
a large, aristocratic, white goat. 
The 
Toggenberg, 
also 
from 
Switzerland, is brown with white 
stripes on each side of the face 
and white “stockings.” 
The Nubian, which originated in 
Egypt and Ethiopia, is dark brown 
or black in color and has large, 
drooping ears. 
The Common American Grade is 
found only in this country and is 
a very short, small animal, light 
in color. 


Praise Herd Quality 


Most goats have 
beards, 
the 
bucks often having 
very 
long, 
luxurious ones. Horns 
on 
goats 
are considered a 
liability 
since 
they are more likely to fight with 
each other when the horns are not 
removed. Through selective breed­ 
ing, it is possible to obtain animals 
which are naturally hornless in 
any of the breeds. 
There are at the present time 
about IO to 12 goat 
owners 
in 
Delta County. Owners are becom­ 
ing increasingly aware of the need 
to improve the quality of their 
herd. Frank Bender Jr., recently 
received from Kansas a registered, 
hornless, Tobbenberg 
buck 
for 
breeding purposes. 
Those who have experience with 
the goat and its productiveness are 
enthusiastic. And no amount of 
kidding can get the goat raiser’s 
goat.

im portance of these dis­ 
cussions should 
be to help 
you 
in arriving at 
decisions in

Merely use opinions of others

W hen a man reaches middle age, 
he should not m arry unless things 
are right. T hat is why I am ad­ 
vising the man who wrote the fol­ 
lowing letter to w atch his step: 
(Q) "Is It good sense 
for

widower, age 55 years, who has 
three married children, to marry 
a woman of 28 years, keep it a 
secret, and live apart for about 
one year? It is important finan­ 
cially for me to wait. She in­ 
sists that we get married within 
a month. Shall I marry on her 
terms or break it off? Will it be 
a happy marriage? I’m strongly 
against secret marriages at any 
age." 
(A) I agree w holeheartedly with 
you on the subject of secret m arri­ 
age.

Railroads Say They 
Are Losing Millions 
O n Food And Drinks 


Bv SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK </P)—The nation’s 
railroads say they are losing mil­ 
lions of dollars by serving food 
and drink to passengers. 
Many a dining car patron may 
raise an eyebrow at this, think­ 
ing that prices are so high the 
roads must be making money off 
of meals. 
But the roads say that for every 
dollar you pay them for food and 
drink they put out, on average, 
SI.39 in expenses. 
The Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission backs them up. It says 
the combined dining and buffet 
revenues of the roads last year 
was 79 million dollars, while ex­ 
penses totalled 110 million dollars. 
The roads blame the 31 million 
dollar loss on high costs of labor 
and food, and the licenses and tax­ 
es they pay the states where they 
operate. 


Public Schools 
Draw 1,190.000 


The Pennsylvania Railroad says 
that in June labor costs in th 
dining car took 70 cents of eacli 
dollar of revenue. Food costs took 
41 cents. 
Other costs added to the 
loss. 
Labor costs are higher in diners 
than 
in restaurants, they point 
out, because a waiter can serve 
fewer persons in a car than in a 
cafe, and because crews have to 
be carried idle for hours to be 
ready when needed. 
The Chesapeake and 
Ohio is 
experimenting with trays of quick- 
frozen meals which can be heated 
in an electric oven, and cost the 
passenger about 20 cents less than 
the '’onventional diner meal.

Christians Warned 
They Need Unity 
To Combat Reds 
LUND. Sweden bP—The world’s 
Christians were reminded here last 
night that in opposing world com­ 
munism, they are at a grave dis­ 
advantage because they 
do not 
have the same unity the Reds en­ 
force. 
The warning was given by Dr. 
Henry Smith Leiper of the U. S. 
Congregational Church, 
associate 
general 
secretary of the 
World 
Council of Churches, who spoke 
at a session of the third World 
Conference on Faith and Order 
now under way here. 
Leiper said the world now was 
involved in two missions—that of 
communism and that of Christian­ 
ity—and “ tho latter cannot operate 
without 
taking 
account 
of 
the 
form er.” 
The Communists, he continued, 
accepted the world-wide character 
of their mission as “ axiom atic;” 
the world-wide mission of Chris­ 
tianity “ is too often, even now, 


subject to debate.” 
Communism, Dr. Leiper went on, 
enforces 
“ an 
almost undisputed 
unity—a unity of strategy and of 
command.” 
“ In the Christian world mission,” 
he declared, “we have no desire 
to 
emulate 
such 
a 
totalitarian 
scheme. But we do well to rec­ 
ognize the disadvantage which the 
Christian confronts in that neither 
j the strategy nor the administra- 
j lion of its world mission is uni-
